DISTRICT No. 1. 


The whole amount of School Money for the District is $116,72: 
Teacher at the Summer Term, MissMARY 8S. BROWN. of Fremont,,. 
N. H. Prudential Committee, Capt. Charles C. Brown. Length of 
summer Term. 14 weeks. Wages of Teacher including board, $15,12. 
Scholars 4 years of age and “upwards attending not, lvss than two. 
weeks, 3,2: 

Average attendance of scholars 24. 

Scholars between 4 and 16 years of age, attending not less than. 
2 weeks, 31.. 

Scholars over 16 years of age, attending not less than: two weeks, 1 

Instances. of tardiness, during the term, 23. 

Only three citizens visited the-summer school, 29 Pupils attended 
reading, 29 to spelling. Penmanship.19. Arithmetic, 22. Gram- 
mar,6. Geography 15. Composition, 6. Tlistory, 8. Physiology, 3. 
The Teacher of the summer term: remarks, { have: taught in this dis- 
trict 7 months before. this. term. M. S. B: 


Phe Winter Term, of this School was.taught by Miss HANNAIL 
K. EVANS of Amesbury, Mass. 

The Teacher does not tell in her abit: the length of the winter 
term of this School. Wages of the. Teacher $16,00 per month in- 
eluding board. Whole number of scholars 4 years of age and up- 
wards, attending not less than 2 weeks, 30. Average attendance, 21, 
quite an improy ‘ement on the last year. Only one Sclolsr aver 16,

years of age attended school during the term. Number of instances. 
of tardiness, 122, this was probably owing, in part, to the rough, tur- 
bulent weather! ‘The studies attended to are the same, as “at the 
Summer Term. In answer to the query, how many sessions of the 
Teachers’ Institute has the ‘Teacher attended, says, not any, did 
not come into this State till October, having been teaching in Mass., 
have attended the Associations thrice. 

Miss Evans appears to.be a thorough practical Teacher, very mild 
and pleasant with her Pupils, and thus good order was secured with 
very little trouble,—the writer of this Report did not see a whisperer 
in the School Room, when he last visited it, which other Schools 
would do well to imitate. The deportment, application and improve- 
ment in this School is highly commendable. Several of? tlie. moung 
Ladies would make first rate Teachers.

N. H., who likewise is a Young Lady well qual- 
ified to:teach, but hada very hard task toe.

Num- 
ber of visits by citizens and others, 7. Namber of Scholars during 
the Term, who made reading a study 33: Spelling, 39. Number at- 
tending to Penmanship, 30. Attending to Arithmetic, 30. In En- 
glish, Grammar,.6.. Geography, 17... History, 4... Physiology, 5. The 
Schoolis well furnished with text Books, The'School, Room is fur- 
nished with. eight Maps, one Chart anda small, Globe. 

The School i is well furnished with Blackboards, also. 

The Teacher has attended the Teachers” Institute, three sessions 
an d taught school 7 months in, another places. 

I believe that both the Tcaehers used their best exertions to lana’ 
good School, and if they did not, it was not their fault.

The School House is well located, built of brick and in good re- 
pair. It has been built eight years, is warmed by a Stove, but not 
very well ventilated. The Seats and Desks are very convenient for 
both Teacher and Scholars. The size of the School Room is about 
18 1-2 feet square, and 8 feet high. There is no play ground for 
the Scholars. 

The Parents have manifested a good degree of interest in the 
School, which has been showy by their visits to it, and inquiries about 
it, also, by furnishing suitable Books for their Children. | 

Their respect for the Teacher has been shown, by the cordial wel- 
come with which she has been received at their respective dwellings. 
The Scholars have made good progress in their studies, have treated 
me with respect and kindness, and have been obedient to the Rules 
of the School, for which Parents and Scholars will receive my sincere 
thanks, and be held in long and lasting remembrance by their 
Teacher.
